Young said the tuberculosis con- 
trol program in Georgia would get 
an added boost from the State’s 
‘new tax program because Battey 
|State Hospital was slated to re- 
‘ceive approximately $1,000,000. 
|He said the additional funds would 
be used to open more than 600 
‘beds, bringing the number of beds 
for tuberculosis patients in the 
2,000. 

He said the additional beds 
would put Georgia “close to the 
top” in the Southeast as to the 
number of State beds provided 
TB patients. He emphasized, how- 
ever, that Georgia actually needs 
about 2,500 beds for adequate tu- 
berculosis control. 

Young pointed out that Georgia 
had 3,110 new cases of tubercu- 
losis last year, compared with 
3.324 cases the previous year. New 
cases throughout the country to- 
taled 145,000 last year. 

The large number of new cases 
is attributed in part to the increas- 
ing use of group chest X-ray sur- 
veys to find unsuspected cases.

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Here's What's Wrong in Georgia 


What’s wrong with Georgia? 

Well, you can get an idea of a little bit 
of what’s wrong from the developments of 
yesterday. 

Fulton County Sol. Gen. Paul Webb 
asked the Governor for help in prosecuting 
the liquor law violations uncovered by the 
State Revenue Department. He needed 
help and should have had it. 


The Governor said he would provide it. 

A conference followed. The Attorney 
General, Mr. Eugene Cook, said the law 
required him to do the job and there fol- 
lowed a ridiculous sort of race in which 
the Governor’s office and the Attorney 
General’s office sought to be first with the 
announcement of the appointment of As- 
sistant Atty. Gen. Claude Shaw. 

The Attorney General did recommend 
naming Mr. Shaw, who is a fine, able man 
of complete integrity, and the Governor 
named him, too. That’s fine. A better man 
couldn’t have been named. 

But, the fine lega] phrases of the At- 
torney General’s order seemed to Sol. Pau! 
Webb to take the case out of his hands. 
He said he would not be a party to Mr. 
Cook’s as yet unannounced candidacy for 
Governor, and he wanted the public to 
know he would not have a free hand. Mr. 
Webb’s positive statement later was with- 
drawn for further “studv,” an action which 
weakens his position. 

Mr.. Cook says he is responsible, but 
will work through the Solicitor in each 
county where evidence is at hand to sub- 
mit to the Grand Jury. 


After three readings of the order, 
which is the usual tangle of legal phrases, 
difficult for a layman to understand, we 
rather agree that Mr. Cook has taken the 
ball and that county Solicitors will be 
playing second fiddle despite any fine 
words about co-operation or aid. 

We think Atty. Gen. Cook ought to say, 
and owes it to the State to say, whether 
or not he is going to be a candidate for 
Governor. If he is then he ought personal- 
ly to retire from heading up the prosecu- 
tion. The State needn’t go to the expense 
of providing him with campaign money to 
carry on such a State-wide show. 

If he isn’t going to be a candidate, then 
let him by all means proceed. But if he is, 
then we call upon ‘him, in the best inter- 
ests of the State, to retire from the case 
and let Assistant Shaw handle it. We know 
it is the duty of the Attorney General to 
direct the prosecution, but Mr. Cook knows 
the special situation which exists in Geor- 
gia politics, because he is a part of it. 

The whole idea was a special investiga- 
tor. Besides, Mr. Cook is a former Revenue 
Commissioner and, as such, appointed one 
of those now involved in the investigation. 

What we see is a race to take a few 
liquor violators and use them politically. 
The Atlanta Constitution wants to see a 
vigorous prosecution of the guilty, minus 
the political sideshows that already have 
begun, with barkers in front of the tents. 

Let’s shell down the corn about the 
whole situation. 


Legal liquor is better than prohibition 
and produces less evil. It does not solve 
the evils of the drink problem, but it is 
better than prohibition’s underworld con- 
trol. The guilty are but a few among many 
honest wholesalers who obey the law. 
Therefore, we do not view the problem as 
one requiring the people to leap up and 
down and condemn the whole set-up. 


Let’s be candid. Most of the traffic to 
dry counties goes to Legion clubs and to 
social clubs, such as Elks, Eagles, Moose 
and so on. This special privilege exists all 
over the State and in all other States in 
the nation where regulations do not allow 
the general public to so act. It is illegal 
and we are not defending it. We are trying 
to give the publie a fair picture. These 
clubs are matters for local counties, not 
the State. It is their business, not ours, or 
the State’s. As a matter of fact, thev serve 
a needed purpose, 

Also, this business of operating to the 
dry county oases has been a source of po- 
iitical corruption which probably was at 
its worst during the operations of the late 
Mercer Harben under the administration 
of the late Eugene Talmadge. It has con- 
tinued, in one degree or another, under 
all the Governors, for the reason the de- 
mand was there and was, therefore, al- 
lowed special privilege in dry counties. 

Neither Atty. Gen. Cook nor the Gov- 
ernor is going to open a campaign against 
the Legion and the social clubs and we 
object to Atty. Gen. Cook’s announcement 
of prosecution on a State-wide basis as 
Jacking in the necessary sincerity. This 
does not mean we are against him or his 
privately announced plan to run for Gov- 


ernor. 


Nor are we urging the Legion and so- 
cial clubs be closed. They serve a purpose. 
At any rate, it is a matter for each county. 
If they want to allow this special privilege, 
in violation of State law, it is because pub- 
lic opinion doesn’t support the State law. 
We are for a program of State control. If 
each county would put liquor in the hands 
of the law we'd be without the underworld 
control, which corrupts county officials 
and the people. What is happening isa 
great argument for legal control, as op- 
posed to prohibition with special privi- 
leges of one kind and another. We think 


the persons who operate and patronize the | 


clubs ought to quit drinking wet and vot- 
ing dry and legalize their position by bal- 


lot. 


We think Fulton County’s Paul Webb 
is honest and sincere. He was named to 
office in the Thompson administration, 
but with no opposition from the Talmadge 
forces. He since has been elected to office. 
Therefore, he must be scrupulous in his 
conduct and his wish for State assistance 
was proper. We are inclined to think his 
refusal to let the Attorney General use 
the case as a campaign for Governor is 
also proper. Let him do what the law re- 
quires, but make it plain it is the Attorney 
General’s responsibility. 

All this adds up to explain in part, at 
least, what is wrong with Georgia.

He is a fine young man who 
began in baseball selling peanuts in the 
park, and who has progressed through the 
years as one of baseball’s best-known ex- 
ecutives, to become an owner of one of 
the best properties in baseball. We con- 
gratulate him and wish him well. 


Griffin's Safety Campaign 


Sparked by the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, a safety drive was conducted 
in Griffin last week, one of a series in- 
spired by the State Patrol. 

The event has had much attendant 
fanfare and publicity with a gala parade 
and a flight of jet planes slated as the 
finale. At the same time Griffin’s Safety 
Week has included some practical fea- 
tures. 

One of the best of these was an inspec- 
tion lane in which something like 2,000 
cars Were checked on the first two days. 

Yellow stickers were pasted on the 
windshields of cars having defective steer- 
ing, lights, horns, or brakes.

I have an uneasy feeling that the course 
events take in China within the next 10 years 
will determine whether or not a lot of little 

boys now four and five years of age will be members of an Ameri- 
can army fighting in China 18 or 20 years from now. 

The United States has just issued what will be the most discussed 
publication of the year. The White Paper on China. It is a long 
book full of documents which run from the dull and routine to 
the bizarre and blood curdling. It has factual reports in it which 
are chapters of bloody, cruel brutality and stupid, greedy deeds 
which damned millions of human beings to death and worse. 

The White Paper (which is but a phrase employed to describe 
an official diplomatic report) contains the delayed and much-dis- 
cussed report made privately by Gen, Wedemeyer two years ago. 


: The book traces with meticulous detail the 
Soviet Recor history of Soviet imperialism and betrayal in 
Manchuria and China. 

It reveals with stark reality the fact the Soviets must share, 
with Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, the responsibility for the collapse 
of Nationalist China. 

It indicates with equal clarity why Gen. Wedemeyer two years 
ago urged that Manchuria be turned into a United Nations trustee- 
ship possession and aid given Chiang only after sweeping reforms. 


Recor The record of Soviet imperialism in Manchuria began 

on Aug. 14, 1945, the day Japan agreed to uncondi- 
tional surrender, and the same dav on which Russia signed a 
treaty of friendship and alliance with the Chiang Kai-shek gov- 
ernment. 

The price was high. The treaty has been denounced by Ameri- 
can critics of our Chinese policy. But, as Dean Acheson points 
out, the case is moot, since the Russians. could have taken what 
they have anyhow. They chose to take it by duplicity and broken 
pledges. They could have just taken it. 

The treaty pravided Port Arthur should be’ a joint naval base; 
and half interest for Moscow in Manchuria’s railways. In exchange 
the Kremlin pledged itself to recognize China’s sovereignty over 
Manchuria; to withdraw her troops from Manchuria and to refrain 
from any interference whatsoever in China’s internal affairs, In 
addition, Foreign Minister Molotov pledged Chiang Kai-shek and 
his government he could count on Moscow’s “moral support” as 
well as on “material military aid.” 

Had it been rigidly adhered to, it would have saved China. The 
Soviets sabotaged it. 


Betrayal Washington's factual record painstakingly traces the 

Soviet action which followed. 

The decision of Japanese surrender was Aug. 14. By Aug. 23 
Soviet army units and technicians had begun systematic, wholesale 
plundering of Manchuria’s huge industrial area. From Mukden 
alone it was estimated the Soviets removed 500 carloads daily 
across a period of three months, taking machinery, machine tools, 
lathes, grinders and other equipment. From Kirin and Fushun, 
where the electrical power units were located, dynamos, turbines 
and generators were taken. 

Protests were ignored. On Jan. 21, 1946, the Soviets blandly 
said they had taken only war booty.- An estimated $2,000,000,000 in 
goods was looted. 


° . In addition, the report reveals, the Soviets wrecked 
Financial the financial situation by issuing immense amounts 
of paper money. There followed an army of Soviet commercial 
agents who “legally” purchased what property remained of value. 

Communist armies were allowed to take the great store of Japa- 
nese war goods left by the defeated armies. When the Soviet 
troops did move out of Manchuria, they did not notify Nationalist 
officials. Therefore, when the armies of Chiang arrived to take 
over they found Communist troops there, well armed with Japa- 
nese weapons. 

To these arms were added much American equipment, of all 
kinds, which was sold to them, or brought to them by deserting 
and surrendering Nationalist armies. 

Thus, by 1948, the Communists had control of all Manchuria. 
They began then to operate openly as allies of, and followers of, 
the Soviets. No more sordid story of national immorality exists 


in modern history. 
Tra ed It is, altogether, one of the most tragic stories ever 
g Y told. Chiang Kai-shek suffers great loss of face. 
Gen. George Marshall reported him unwilling to take any advice 
or suggestions. He followed a plan which Gen. Marshall had 
stamped as ruinous and was defeated all along the line in Man- 
churia’s fighting, as the General had said was certain if the plan 
was adhered to—as it was. 

Gen. Wedemeyer, stating that loss of China was highly inimi- 
cal to the future of the United States and the entire West, urged 
immediate aid. But he imposed conditions. It could be given only 
if the Chiang government made sweeping reforms and then only 
if American supervision, down to the field level, went with it. This 
would have involved sending the aid and at least 10,000 men to 
China. 

Gen. Wedemeyer’s proposal that Manchuria become a United 
Nations’ trusteeship was privately rejected by China and thereby 
caused withholding of the report. They did not want to encourage 
the Communists by giving them this valuable propaganda—that 
China should not have Manchuria—and they did not wish to embar- 
rass the already embarrassed government. 

Through it all move many fine Chinese, patriotic and willing 
to endure any sacrifice for their country. But all was lost in the 
web of corruption, greed and inefficiency which drowned the 


Chiang Kal-shek administration. 
How much aid has been sent? 


Aid In his masterful summing up, Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson says we have sent in grants and credits “approximately 
$2 000.000,000, an amount equivalent in value to more than 50 per- 
cent of the monetary expenditures of the Chinese Government and 
of proportionately greater magnitude in relation to the budget of 
that Government than the United States has provided to any nation 
of Western Europe since the end of the war. In addition, the 
United States has sold military equipment and civilian surplus 
goods of a procurement cost of more than $1,000,000,000, for which 
the agreed realization to the United States was $232,000,000.” 

So we did send aid. 

Most of it fell into the hands of the enemy. The Chinese people 
were never aware—and are not now aware—of the aid we sent. 

It is bitter tea indeed, but it is also quite clear we must face 
the fact events in China are beyond our control, and were in 1945, 
and we must look at the situation as it exists in fact.

If Tommy Read, Atlanta theater executive, had his 
way about it, no movie fan ever would be permitted on,a 
sound stage in Hollywood where a movie was being filmed. 

Read contends that seeing a movie in the process of 
being “shot” destroys all illusions the silver screen can 
create. 

I used to think like Read does. When I saw my first 
vaudeville show from the wings of the Roxy Theater 
many years ago, I said to myself, I will never enjoy an- 
other from out front. For the glamour was | ea, 
gone. False eyelashes, bulky props and % 
grease paint looked anything but glamorous 
from that vantage point. 

But I have seen many, many vaudeville 
shows from “out front” since then, and I 
have always been fascin lated by the man- 
ner in which “illusions” could be created 
through the simple use of lights, props and 
a little paint. 

Read contends that if a group of women 
within a certain age group were to see 
Charles Boyer, balding lover, making love 
on a set, they would loose all interest 
in the suave Don Juan from then on. 


It Heightened My Interest 

But seeing Mickey Rooney and Gloria de Haven and 
June Haver and scores of others in action on the love set 
in Hollywood did not dim my enthusiasm one bit. To the 
contrary, it heightened my appeal for their movies. 

Il have on only a few occasions found myself trying to 
figure out how this scene or that was made while I was 
reviewing a movie at a downtown theater. I know many 
of the tricks used in photography and in staging the big 
films. But I’m more content to watch the action on the 
screen than I am to puzzle over technicalities of production. 

I believe Read’s point of view may hold true if the 
movie became tiresome, if the action lagged, or if some 
technical flaw was very apparent. 

For instance, there was a scene in “Random Harvest” in 
which a chauffeur called for Ronald Colman and Greer 
Garson in a limousine. 

Garson and Colman met the driver at the door and he 
showed them into the cab of the limousine. The driver had 
no sooner placed his right foot into the car than it began 
to move off. He had not had time to put his foot on the 
accelerator, much less switch on the ignition. 


Tommy Read 


Director Caught Napping 

This was an oversight on the part of the director. The 
limousine was being towed by another device, not moving 
under its own power, but it moved off before the chauf- 
feur had taken his place at the wheel. 

This glaring fault, however, was not detected by any- 
one in the audience at Loew’s Grand Theater, however, 
because the movie was so absorbing that no one lost sight 
of the principals. I interviewed scores of fans and no one 
I talked had detected it. 

Read contends that the theaters have only 
gible glamour and illusion to sell to the fans. 

It’s fun to see how the magician does his tricks, though. 
Knowing “how” has never taken one bit of fun out of it 
for me, Tommy.

For 
vears Charlotte hated to pass that stretch of 
highway; she never forgot the sight of the 
broken china in the sunlight. 

The war over, the two sisters began their 
lives again, at Homewood and Lansdowne. King 
David had annoyed his family by refusing to 
sell his Ohio assets; now these made it possible 
for them to hold on. 

At the smaller house, Lansdowne, Charlotte 
struggled as she had never struggled before. 
Her husband joined her in a desperate effort. 
Land that had once been pretty garden space 
was used for cotton; latticework was ripped 
down to make way for pig troughs. 

Years earlier Charlotte's husband, the im- 
practical George Marshall, had installed a 
‘Japanese garden.’ Now it was a luxury they 
could no longer maintain. They used the space 

to graze their sheep. With them labored 
a number of Negroes who had been King 
David's slaves, and who now stayed on

as tenants. The Marshalls won, out of 
will power and determination; the smaller 
house remains in the family today. 


The later story of Homewood, the 
greater house that was built for the cen- 
turies, is less easy to tell, The gay 
Catherine also worked hard, but less 
well, or at least less successfully. The 
family stayed until 1907. 

Then it was that the last Balfour 
took his family and went away. 

Successive owners took the place, and 
then in the 1930s there came a restora- 
tion. The dingy columns were brought 

back: the great mirrors shone again, and be- 
fore the marble mantels moved crowds of the 
modish, the fashionable. 

Then, in 1940, a call arrived from the out- 
skirts of town. Homewood was on fire. First 
arrivals said that it was already glowing all 
over “just like a big plum cake.” Years earlier, 
the bright-mannered sister, Catherine, had in- 
stalled those huge tanks, big enough to wash 
away the countryside, as everyone had claimed. 
But these did no good. 


7 next morning all that stood were the four 
enormous columns, the broken red walls, 
or portions of them, and the blackened wreck- 
age of the rich ironwork balconies at the sides. 
The heart of the building, put up for posterity, 
had gone. 

The columns remained in place for a time, 
and the sections of wall. Then these, too, went. 

But the family of the less pretentious, less 
flamboyant daughter of King David still had her 
smaller place, Lansdowne. It is still there, 
hardly less handsome or less elegant. than when 
first put up. There remain old hand-blocked wall 
paper, and some of the original yellow brocade 
draperies dating back to the early 1850s. 

The present-day Marshalls, maintaining their 
hospitality, show guests about the 15-foot wide 
hallway, the lightly railed captain’s walk, the 
bricked court with the building that once housed 
that unique gas plant. The fluted columns of 
the gallery were not so grand as those of mas- 
ive "Homewood, the ironwork not quite so 
ornate. But after all, they have lasted. 

The plainer daughter of the King has had 
the last word.. And perhaps old David Hunt 
himself has made his point. He had always 
cautioned against display, and favored the 
simpler way, hadn't he? His spirit, at least, 
has won.

WO ladies of the court of King Henry VIII 
of England while strolling in the gardens of 
Greenwich palace one afternoon surprised 

the monarch seated with Anne Boleyn in a 
bower. 

As the’story goes, both of the strollers had 
once cast longing eyes at the king and were 
somewhat put out when he chose neither of them 
but one. less attractive. 

Anne’s charm was certainly not in her looks 

she was sallow, long-necked, with a mass of 
black hair and slanty eyes. A sixth finger on 
her left hand was kept hidden in the folds of her 
dress, which led the superstitious to call her a 
sorceress. By birth she was the daughies of a 
wealthy tradesman who had risen in the king's 
service, Hier education was spotty. What, then, 
was the secret of the king's infatuation? 

Spite, perhaps, led one of the strollers to re- 
mark to her companion when they were well out 
of earshot, “Good fat Hal grows more lovesick 
daily. Do you notice how he-never lets go the 
hand of the little one?” 

To which the other retorted, “Truly, if they 
ever let go, they'd try to kill each other 

The merit of the observation is borne out in 
a recent book, ‘““The Love Letters of Henry VIII,” 
edited-by Henry Savage; published by Wingate, 
London. In it are the complete texts of Henrys 
letters to Anne published now for the first time 
from photostats supplied by the Vatican Library 
in whose possession they have been since Henry's 
time, 

Why did Henry cling to Anne? 

Others had aroused him, Anne's sister Mary 
among them, but in one respect Anne was un- 
common, 

She was hard to get. To be denied something 
plunged Henry into pursuit-and made him want 
her more than all the others. 

From 1521, when she was little more than a 
child until their marriage in. 1533, Anne flirted 
with the monarch. When he drew near, she ted. 
When he caught up with her, she laughed pro- 
vokingly at his advances and danced away. When 
he proposed, her answer was always, “No.” 
There were moments when tired of the 
dangerous game, felt she had gone too far and 
allowed herself to indulge in a little handholding. 

“IT have been put to a great agony,” the ex- 
asperated King wrote Anne. “I beseech you now 
with all my heart definitely to let me Know your 
whole mind as to the love between us; 
sity compels me to plague you for a reply, na\ 
ing been for more than a vear now struck with 
the dart of love. 

“If it pleases you to do the duty of a true 
loyal mistress and friend, and to give yourself 
to me ...I1 promise that not only the name will 
be due to you, but also take you as my 
mistress, casting off all others.” 

Henry’s promise, that of giving 
name, was a vacant one which 
stirred his conscience. 

He already had a wife, Catherine of Aragon, 
Six vears his senior, “fat and white,” his eldest 
brother’s widow, to whom he was engaged at 
the age of 12. They had one daughter, Mary, 
later Queen of England, but not the son which

Other cases involving Mexican divorces have 
not ended so simply. In many instances, par- 
ticularly those involving children or property or 
both, litigation has gone on for years. Miss 
Loewe’s main problem, however, containing three 
separate types of divorce—-legal Mexican, illegal 
Mexican, and American—points out the differ- 
ences. 

So much confusion has come out of the mail 
order divorce that courts all over the country 
are cluttered up with problems arising from 
their legality. Divorce in the United States is 
confusing enough, specialists in divorce laws say, 
with 48 states and the District of Columbia each 
clinging to its own code, without bringing in 
more troubles from south of the border. 

Apparently the only thing the various states 
do agree on concerning the subject is the com- 

plete illegality of the mail order Mexican de- 

cree. In a recent survey conducted by the 

Bar Association of New York, it was in. 

dicated that no state in the union has 

ever recognized a mail order decree from 
Mexico. 

When a husband or wife decides 

to get a divorce, he may go to Mex- 

ico, establish residence, ahd _ re- 
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ceive, in due course, a legal decree. When, 
however, he or she, through an attorney, gets a 
piece of paper dissolving a marriage by mail 
without ever having taken up residence in, or 
even visited, the country in which the decree is 
granted, the divorce is worthless and the mar- 
riage stands. 

The New York Bar Association recently an- 
nounced that any attorney who takes a fee for 
aiding clients to receive a mail order divorce is 
guilty of taking money under false pretenses. 
An attorney thus found guilty may be disbarred. 

In Mexico, too, steps have been taken to 
combat the divorce mills. In the state of Morelos, 
where at least 18,000 divorces-have been granted 
in the past 15 years, Governor -Jesus. Castillo 
Morelos inaugurated a campaign to stamp out 
the practice of selling worthless decrees. 

The Post Office Department of the United 
States has officially stated that the Mexican 
mail order divorce is null and void. Persons 
securing divorces through the mails from courts 
lacking jurisdiction may be guilty of fraud in 
the use of the mails, according to an announce- 
ment from the department. 

Divorces are comparatively easy to get in 
Mexico. It is not necessary to be a resident of 
the country for any specified length of time, 
although American courts recognize only cases 
in which bona fide residence has been established. 
There are 17 grounds for divorce in Mexico, 
ranging from infidelity to mutual consent. 

Miss Loewe maintained before the court that 
she was uncertain as to her legal rights by virtue 
of the confusion arising from the Mexican di- 
vorce, and that it was essential for the preserva- 
tion of her rights and reputation that the situa- 
tion be cleared up. 

As an attorney who has handled many divorce 
cases advises: 

“If you are determined to have. a divorce, 
better get it at home. df you insist on a decree 
from any foreign country, however, go there and 
get it in person,”

N THE warm twilight, John Glaefke and his 
girl strolled along a Cleveland street one eve- 
ning this summer, and in a little while they 
dropped in at a movie. Afterward, they had ice 
cream sodas and he took her home. They said 
good-night at the door. 

All over the country other young men spent 
warm summer nights much the same way, and 
this seemed an ordinary thing for them to do, 
something to be remembered briefly, and for- 
gotten, 

For John Glaefke it was an experience in a 
world he had never known before. 

All his life, up to this year, people -had 
snubbed him. His face had been so ugly that he 
had felt others didn't like to be with him. 
Schoolmates had taunted him with “Bulldog!” 
and “Big lips!’’ The only girl he had ever asked 
for a date had answered cruelly: 

“IT woulda’t be seen dead with you!” 
This simmer he had a new face. 
made a new young 

mentally. 

He came to the time of this transformation 
by a long, hard way. After five weeks in the 
tenth grade, he left school and went to work. He 
liked shipping rooms, where he could be away 
from people. 

His shyness grew on’him. Even at home, 
where the family tried to make him feel free and 
easy, he often was not comfortable, for the 
others—-his brother and three sisters—were good 
looking. 

At 23, he was sent to the Ohio State Re- 
formatory for stealing a typewriter from a 
school. The other inmates were no more friendly 
to him than people had been on the outside. 

“T would walk up and watch them when they 
were playing cards,” he explained afterward. 
“They would let me stand there a while and then 
look up as if they were telling me to beat it.” 

He ran away, broke into a gumball machine 
in Missouri, and served more time. Then, free 
again, he was drafted—and in the army he grew 
so lonesome that once he tried to drown himself. 
After that he was medically discharged, went to 
work again, and last year, when he was 31, he 
threw a brick through a store window and stole 
an imitation pear] necklace. 

The owner. living above the store, fired one 
shot. and John, stopping where he was, stood 
there until he was arrested.

That arrest gave him the chance of his life- 
time. Common Pleas Judge Frank J. Merrick in 
Cleveland, who had disposed of the case in 
John's first trouble with the law, saw that the 
young man had never shown any vicious tenden- 
cy, and never carried a gun. He decided that 
plastic surgery might alter both the face and ‘the 
personality of the defendant before him, 

A court psychologist reported: 

“John Glaefke's manner is very serious. “He 
is cooperative. Due to his many inadequacies, he 
has been withdrawn, spending most of his time 
alone, and has never had a close friend. 

“His stealing may be considered as a com- 
pulsion, with need for love. His hostility toward 
his environment was displayed in the anti-social 
act (of stealing). 

John was asked directly why he stole. 

“I'm so ugly no one cares for me,” he said. 

The State of Ohio showed it cared for him. 
The judge appointed a lawyer, Harry Payner, 
who became his mentor. An oral surgeon, Dr.

Always silent and fearful in the past, he began 
to be a good conversationalist. 

He had the courage to apply for a job, go 
through with an interview, and show that he 
meant business.

ARMER JOHN DURFEE discovered the 

crime —-if that is the word for lit early 

on the morning of Dec. 21, 1832. 

He was driving his team through a field 
near his home in Tiverton, R. L, when he saw 
the body of a woman dangling from a stake

the sort of stake used to support a stack of hay. 


Durfee ran to her and, parting the hair 
which veiled her face, saw that she had been 
dead for many hours. A cord was knotted 
about her neck and attached to the stake. How- 


ever. her toes touched the ground, and het 


bent under her—as if the cord had slipped 
after death 

She was wearing a long cloak and a hooped 
hood Known as a calash. Her hands were en- 
cased in gloves, but her shoes were off: they

stood on the ground a few inches to the right. 
On the other side of her lay a handkerchief. 

The dead woman was quickly identified as 
Sarah Maria Cornell, a factory worker of near- 
vy Fall River, about 30 years of age. Accord- 
ig to the landlady of her boarding house in 
all River, she had left the house the previous 
evening at about dusk, saying she expected to 
be back around nine. 

Upon the available evidence, which included 


several letters found among her effects. the

coroner’s jury returned a verdict that Miss 
Cornell had committed suicide, having been 
driven to do so “by the wicked conduct of a 
married man.” 

She was buried forthwith. 

Two days later, a brief penciled note, found 
in her bandbox, suddenly threw a sinister light 
on: the tragedy. The note read: 

“If I should be missing, inquire of the Rev. 

Avery of Bristol—he will know where I am.
